They were told 
tbat If they would “go to work” tbelr 
fines would be suspended; tbat If they 
did not go to. work in the mines they bed 
left, or leaVb the town In which they 
were otttzens, they would be re e rvee ed 
and aent to jail. 

I quote these most recent Instances ol 
•‘liberty” In “free" America to Illustrate 
In a measure the platitude tbat Dr. R. 
8 . MacArlbur'ifava utteranoe to In this 
town on Monday night, when be talked 
feelingly of capital and labor aa being 
‘‘allies,*' and about foreign flags tbat 
came down to atay down, and of the 
American flag that goes up never t 
come down. • 

This latter Jingoistic' sentiment 
passed current for patrlotlitn, and w e 
tumultuously applauded. Indeed, aft 
tbat tbe reverend orator got off was 
well endorsed and frequently punctuated 
by applause. As a portrayal of Ameri¬ 
can “greatness" and of American “di¬ 
plomacy" tbe leoture waa graphic, en¬ 
tertaining, Irresistible. It took. It car¬ 
ried tbe audience by storm. Yet to me 
It seemed palpably sophistical, deplora¬ 
bly. superficial In Its mammonlzed con 
ceptlon of our progress and prosperity. 
Ita glorifying, If not of war, A brute 
force through fear and. ostentation of 
pb yslcal power, waa certainly not In 
bar mony with the teachings of tbe 
Prince of Peace. 

Tbe relentless, barbaric war of subju¬ 
gation, compared with wblob tbe bled 
of war tbat General Sherman celled 
“bell' Is merolful—the war of extortion 
tbat Capitalism and Commercialism, 
under tbe protecting folds of the Ameri¬ 
can flag, la now waging- upon American 
labor—demoralizing In Its every manl- 
feetatloQ, and damnable In Ite tactics 
end methods of ooeroion—la It some¬ 
thing to be proud of or to be ashamed of?
